schools in El Sobrante, Seaview 
Elementary in San Pablo and 
Fairmont Elementary in El Cer- 
rito. 

The parent advisory commit- 
tee endorsed the closure of one 
school, Fairmont. 

Staff and the committee will 
present their proposals sepa- 
rately to the school board at pub- 
lic hearings later this month. 

“Tm not saying it’s going to 
solve everything,” said Mary 
Clark, a Harding parent on the 
committee. “But they have got to 
be fiscally responsible.” 

Closing an elementary school 
cuts $250,000 in expenses, said 
Vince Kilmartin, associate su- 


perintendent of schools. 

This spring, the district 
faced a $16 million shortfall 
and eliminated programs such 
as sports, school libraries and 
elementary school music as a 
result. 

Some cuts were restored us- 
ing donations and proceeds of an 
$8 million parcel tax voters ap- 
proved in June. 

The committee’s main goal 
was to rework attendance lines 
to relieve crowding at the 
33,000-student district’s flatland 
campuses, such as Downer Ele- 
mentary School. Last year, 
Downer counted 950 students at 
a building with a capacity for 


800. 


Under the committee’s pro- , 


posal, the number of students in 
Downer’s attendance area would 
shrink to 678 students. 

The committee discussed 
school closures to address dwin- 
dling enrollment. West Contra 
Costa schools have room for 
22,281 students, with about 
16,820 enrolled, according to dis- 
trict data. 

In El Sobrante, five elemen- 
tary schools have capacity for 
2,410 students, said contract de- 
mographer Cheryl King. About 
1,580 are enrolled. 

“We can’t leave 1,000 vacant 
seats in the El Sobrante Valley, 


as fiscally responsible agents of 
the school district,” 
said.

On July 26 Mussolini was 
overthrown, and Italy switched 
sides in the war. 

“The new government sent 
letters to all the Italian POWs 
in America saying we were no 
longer prisoners and asking us 
to do everything we could to 
help our new allies against the 
common enemy, the Germans,” 
he says. 

After the war, Tony and the 
other former POWs were sent 
back to Italy. But by that time 
he had fallen in love with a lo- 
cal girl named Remigia Be- 
nussi. 

He’d also grown fond of her 
little daughter, Dolores, forging 
a strong father-daughter bond 
that persists to this day. 

After he was sent to Italy, 
Remigia and Dolores joined 
him, and on Oct. 4, 1948, Tony 
and Remigia were married. 
(Monday was their 56th an- 
niversary.) Soon afterward they 
came back to the Bay Area for 
good. 

In 1951 Tony was sworn in 
as an American citizen, Remi- 
gia and Dolores standing 
proudly by his side, In 1954 
Dolores got a little sister, 
Christina. Together, they have 
presented Tony and Remigia 
with four grandchildren. 

Tony spent his postwar ca- 
reer as a master mechanic with 
Pacific Intermountain Express 
until he retired in 1983. In ad- 
dition to his retirement benefits 
and SSI, he gets a small 
monthly pension from the Ital- 
ian government for his military 
service in World War II. 

So what does he like best 
about his adopted country? “I 
love the openness, the way 
people accept a newcomer like 
me. But most of all, I love the 
democracy. You can’t appreci- 
ate how precious it is unless 
you've lived under a different 
system, as I did.”

the elite. 


A new report from the nonprofit National Center for Public 
Policy and Higher Education says states have not made an ef- 
fort to keep colleges and universities affordable. Not only 
have tuition rates been on the rise at a rate faster than infla- 
tion, but financial aid has been on the decline. 


The increased costs are hitting poor families hardest 
and keeping qualified students of those families from four- 


year institutions. 


The percentage of income that average families pay for 
college expenses has increased up to 10 percent in some 
states. In California, 32 percent of a family’s income goes 
to paying for expenses at a four-year public institution. 
Meanwhile, the salary gap between the state’s “haves” and 
“have-nots” also has increased. 


Poor families carve out the highest percentage of their 
smaller incomes. Middle-income families feel the pinch 
too, and their college-bound students cften don’t end up at 
four-year institutions, either. The cuts in available federal 
and state grants, need-based scholarships, work-study 
funds and the like have added to the problem. 


Without a college education, the likelihood of moving up 
the economic ladder is decreased. They also will find job op- 
portunities shrinking. In the last 10 years, jobs for those with 
bachelor’s degrees grew by 1.8 million while the market for 
those with only a high school degree shrunk by nearly 
700,000 jobs, according to the Department of Labor. 


The department also predicts the job categories expected 
to grow fastest in the next decade, and they all require a col- 


lege diploma. 


Not many executives, managers, board members, CEOs 
are without a degree; many have advanced degrees. A lack 
of a bachelor’s degree keeps people out of any number of 
professional positions, and they will earn less money. 


People with four-year college degrees make on average 
$11,000 more annually than people with only high-school 
degrees. They make $6,500 more than people with two- 


year degrees. 


Those thousands allow for home ownership, investment, 
continued education, savings and sending kids to college. 
It becomes a vicious cycle: unable to go to college, unable 
to advance financially, unable to send your children to col- 


lege so they can advance. 


We can’t simply say we are a nation where everyone can 
achieve, yet continue to pull the carrot out of reach as peo- 


ple grab for it. 


We will continue to see the poverty rate in the nation rise if 
opportunities to advance, college in particular, is not within 
reach for those now in poverty or near it. States and nations, 
schools and governments, must examine ways to make a pre- 
mium source of achievement attainable for those who want to 
get on that ladder and climb, no matter where they start.

Be wary of partisanship 


As you have written, “partisanship” 
has no place in local elections; rather, 
candidates should focus on “issues” (ed- 
itorial, Sept. 24). But what do and should 
we mean by this? You refer to “slapping 
party labels” on candidates. Some might 
read this as limiting your point. In fact, 
partisanship has a much greater reach, 
for it is a biased or unthinking allegiance 
to a person, party or cause. We should all 
be wary of it in ourselves, in candidates, 
and in advoeacy groups. 

The opposite problem exists in our 
common use of the term “issues”. We ap- 
plaud those who address them. But what 
are they in local elections? Are they grand 
plans or schemes? 

The reality is that local government 
officials control only a limited range of 
matters. Even then, they are often con- 
strained by state and federal mandates, 
budgetary limitations and voter initia- 
tives. : 

Yes, candidates should address local 
issues. But a candidate’s fitness for local 
office is more closely tied to a demon- 
strated willingness to balance legitimate, 
but conflicting concerns than a desire to 
promote grand schemes. Indeed, those 
who campaign on the latter usually show 
only that they are partisan actors unsuited 
for the true challenges of the offices they 
seek.

front of a computer screen, I 
have wondered about having 
these machines. 

But recently, I have watched 
children working together, help- 
ing each other, beginning friend- 
ships and, occasionally, coming 
into conflict — all in front of a 
computer screen. It has been 
good for me to see this kind of 
camaraderie because it is easy to 
assume that a computer game is 
a poor replacement for a book 
and has no value in a child’s life. 

Since I knew there must be 
some information on children 
and computer games — this is- 
sue is as controversial as chil- 
dren-and-television or children- 
and-junk food — I did some 
research and found two particu- 
larly interesting articles. 

The first one is a piece from 
Ultralab (http://sol.ultralab.an- 
glia.ac.uk) about the benefits of 
computer games. 

According to the article, chil- 
dren playing some computer 
games are “engaged in a sophis- 
ticated cycle: Observe, Question, 
Hypothesize, Test. ...” The au- 
thors contend that parents and 
teachers are unable to appreci- 
ate what is happening, because 
they are not literate in computer 
games, just the way nonreaders 
are not literate with books. 


It's an interesting argument, 
and I can see how it could be 
true, On the other hand, there 
are concerns about the violence 
of many games — do they make 
the children more inclined to be 
violent? Emily Sohn (www.sci- 
enceforkids.org) has written a 
two-part article called “Video 
Games — Good or Bad?” The 
first part, “The Violent Side of 
Video Games,” quotes research 
that shows violent computer 
games increase heart rate and 
blood pressure, Sohn also men- 
tions something called the 
“mean world syndrome,” where 
prolonged exposure to violence 
can make you think the world is 
a bad place. The second part, 
“What Video Games Can Teach 
Us,” talks about the enhanced 
reading skills and broadened in- 
terests of some computer and 
video-game players. 

After reading these articles, 
I’m still not sure how I feel 
about computer games, But I do 
know that watching children 
play them has made me ques- 
tion my assumptions — and 
that’s always a good thing.

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Slot supporters abandon Prop. 


@ Schwarzenegger's 
opposition played a role, 
coalition leader says

Backers of Prop. 68 have pulled 
the plug on their free-spending 
campaign to force Indian casino 
tribes to cough up 25 percent of 
their revenue or lose their mo- 
nopoly on Vegas-style gaming. 

The decision follows public and 
internal polls that showed the bal- 
lot measure losing handily despite 
a massive TV ad campaign. 

Racetracks and card clubs have 
spent $24 million on a measure 
that, if it passes, would likely break 
the tribal grip on slot machines. 

Their ads will stop airing on 
Saturday. 

“We are taking our resources 
and funneling them elsewhere,” 
said Rick Baedeker, president of 
Hollywood Park racetrack and 
chairman of the coalition backing 
Prop. 68. 

The initiative will remain on the 
Nov. 2 ballot, but the move less 
than four weeks before Election 
Day spells a win for Indian gam- 
ing tribes that have fought, in court 
and now on the ballot, to defend 
the exclusive right to slot machines 
that voters gave them. 

The decision to abort came, not 
coincidentally, as Goy. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger traveled to Irvine 
on Wednesday for the first in a se- 
ries of town hall meetings to slam 
both Prop. 68 and Prop. 70. 

The latter is a competing, In- 


dian-backed measure that would 
grant tribes unlimited gaming on 
their lands in exchange for paying 
the corporate tax rate. 

Schwarzenegger, who last 
week launched a radio ad cam- 
paign against both measures, ar- 
gues that either measure would 
vastly expand gaming in Califor- 
nia and destroy the deals he is cut- 
ting with tribes to wrest a “fair 
share” of gaming revenue for the 
state. 

“All I can say is that the gover- 
nor’s opposition was surprising to 
us,” said Baedeker. “I think it was 
a heavy influence, no question.” 

Prop. 68 backers have long 
feared that the governor’s oppo- 
sition would kill their measure 
while leaving no well-funded at- 
tack against Prop. 70. 

Schwarzenegger’s campaign 
plans to air TV ads against the two 
measures beginning next week. 
The governor issued a statement 
late Wednesday cheering the de- 
cision of Prop. 68 backers. 

“The voters saw through this 
sham initiative and it had no 
chance of passing,” he said. “The 
Proposition 68 campaign is in full 
retreat. My sights are now set 
squarely on Proposition 70.” 

Schwarzenegger will face a 
well-heeled campaign led by a few 
of the state’s largest gaming tribes, 
which have spent more than $22 
million so far. 

Prop. 70 supporters argue that 
their measure treats all tribes fairly, 
with the same revenue-sharing 
deal, rather than waiting for the 
governor to sign separate pacts 
with each tribe. 
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The pendulum might not be for 
everyone, Helming said. A new la- 
beling system introduced last week 
at the grocery store will help con- 
sumers who want a more scien- 
tific way of shopping for healthy 
and ecologically sound food buy 
the most sustainable seafood. 

Helming had read the tilapia 
price tag to find that it had been 
farm-raised in Ecuador. But she 
was unaware that the green stripe 
across the top of the tag meant it 
was a “best choice” for sustain- 
ability. 

“A lot of people just think it’s a 
new fancy sign,” said Josh Risse, 
25, a meat cutter at the store. “I 
try to let them know about the 
signs to become aware of our pro- 
gram.” 

The program is FishWise, a la- 
beling system developed by Sus- 
tainable Fishery Advocates (SFA), 
a Santa Cruz nonprofit that seeks 
to educate grocers, restaurants and 
consumers about seafood sus- 
tainability. 

Scientists define sustainable 
fishing as operations that guaran- 
tee a species’ survival through 
modest catch amounts and mini- 
mal impact on other species and 
the surrounding environment. 

El Cerrito Natural Grocery 
Company began using the Fish- 
Wise sustainability information last 
week. A label education event is 
scheduled for Friday at the store, 
the first in the East Bay to use the 
system. 

SFA members trained the meat 
counter staff and supplied the 
store with a booklet of scientific 
papers to help answer questions 
customers may have. Wallet-sized 
cards listing the fish and their sus- 
tainability are free to customers. 

Risse said he hopes customers 
will also consult the card at con-

ventional grocery stores and at 
restaurants. “It helps them decide 
what is healthiest for themselves 
and the environment,” he said. 

FishWise, which has been in 
Santa Cruz stores for more than 
a year, is expanding to the El Cer- 
rito store with help from a $10,000 
grant from the California Coastal 
Commission. SFA plans to expand 
the labeling across the Bay Area, 
the rest of California, Oregon and 
Washington. ‘ 

Until recently, even at “natural” 
food stores, like the Natural Gro- 
cery Company, where 100 percent 
of the produce is organic, no easy 
way existed of informing cus- 
tomers about sustainability. 

“We try to go the extra mile. Its 
part of our philosophy,” said Bob 
Gerner, 58, Natural Grocery 
founder. In addition to sellling only 
organic produce, the store sells no 
foods containing refined flours or 
sugars or artificial colors, sweet- 
eners or flavors. . 

Carrying sustainable seafood 
alongside the organic and whole 
foods was a natural fit, said Jen- 
nifer Sandkuhler, assistant general 
manger. “We're doing it because 
it’s the right thing to do,” she said. 
“It’s knowing that your customers 
are eating this food and the Earth 
isn’t polluted with chemicals and 
that the ocean floor isn’t being 
scraped just so we can eat some 
fish.” 

Sustainability is gauged by 
which species of fish is being 
caught or farmed, where it comes 
from and how it was harvested, 
said Shelly Benoit, FishWise ex- 
ecutive director. 

FishWise labels price tags with 
one of three color-coded tags in- 
dicating how sustainable the 
seafood is. 

Green tags mean “best 
choices,” those fish scientists say 
are being caught or harvested with 
the least impact on the ecosystem. 
They include wild salmon, sea 
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bass, farmed oysters and Hem- 
ling’s tilapia. 

Yellow labels mean “proceed 
with caution.” The fish populations 
are healthy but catch or farming 
methods may concern scientists. 
Among the yellow-tagged fish are 
sea scallops, long-line caught tu- 
nas and farmed shrimp. 

Red-labeled seafood should be 
avoided, as those fish are consid- 
ered unsustainable. Scientists say 
they are over-fished, often by 
methods destructive to eco-sys- 
tems. Red-labeled fish include 
caviar, cod, farmed salmon afd 
swordfish. 

Labels also list where the fish 
was caught and by what method. 
Round labels affixed to the price 
tags explain which of the many 
methods of catch or farming were 
used to harvest the seafood. 

Some fish, scientists agree, are 
best farmed while other should be 
caught wild, with sustainable 
methods. 

Methods like dredging and 
trawling, often used to harvest 
shrimp, destroy natural habitat 
and reduces fish population, said 
Benoit, a Ph.D. candidate in Ocean 


Sciences at UC Santa Cruz. Long- 
lining, a method often used to 
catch tuna, can have high amounts 
of “by-catch,” she said. By-catch is 
birds, mammals and non-targeted 
fish unintentionally caught in the 
fishing process. 

Gerner approached FishWise 
officials about bringing the label- 
ing to the El Cerrito store after 
hearing about its success in Santa 
Cruz. 

Informing customers makes 
them a part of changing the in- 
dustry to positively impact the en- 
vironment and keep fishermen in 
business, said Benoit. “We don’t 
tell people what to buy. We just 
give them information to make de- 
cisions about what food they buy.” 

Meat counter staffers said they 
want to offer customers the most 
sustainable sources of popular fish 
possible. The store pre-bought a 
batch of wild Alaskan salmon, 
which has a green label, to supply 
its case until fresh salmon is avail- 
able again. 

SEA staff said the program is- 
n't just good for the environment. 
Informed consumers not only buy 
more sustainable fish, they buy 
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more fish overall. 

FishWise compared seafood 
sales during the six months before 
and after the program was imple- 
mented at five Santa Cruz stores 
using the labels. Consumers 
bought 22 percent more sustain- 
able seafood when informed by 
the labels, said Benoit. She said 
red-labeled fish sales dropped 33 
percent. Overall fish counter sales, 
which usually grow annually about 
3 to 4 percent were up 9 percent. 

That is music to Rex Lee’s ears. 
Lee works for Pucci Fish, the East 
Bay company that supplies the 
Natural Grocery. Lee said Pucci 
has supplied sustainable fish for 
years and wouldn't have to find 
new fish sources. 

“In our line of business if we 
don't have any sustainable fish we 
won't have any business,” he said.

many days of arduous delibera- 
tions, the seller finally agreed to pay 
half and the escrow closed. The 
buyers’ advantage was that their 
agent had extensive experience in 
handling just such a situation. 


Final thoughts 


It is often not easy, but there are 
times when a seller will pay forde- 
ferred maintenance even if it was 
not his initial intention. This is more- 
likely, as in this case, when the 
property has not had pre-sale in- 
spections. See my article, “Pre-Sale 
Inspections” on my Web site.) A 
knowledgeable Realtor will help you 
determine when “As Is” isn’t.

that money. But long-term care is 
probably one of the last things that 
comes to mind. 

Unfortunately, more than a few 
of us will likely be affected in one 
way or another by a serious illness 
or injury that will require some form 
of long-term care.

Many sellers wonder if Sunday 
open houses are worth the incon- 
venience. Some complain that 
agents use open houses to pick 
up Clients rather than to sell their 
home. Others worry about secu- 
rity. Do the rewards outweigh the 
risks? 

Plenty of sellers have sold 
homes without ever having a pub- 
lic open house. However, many 
more sellers will admit that they 
actually found their home at a 
public open house. Public open 
houses provide additional market 
exposure that in some cases will 
result in a sale. 

Those who resist the notion of 
open houses insist that serious 
buyers will make appointments to 
see the listing. But, most of to- 
day's buyers have to work in or- 
der afford a home. Many of them 
can't take time off during the 
week to preview a new listing. 
Sunday open houses provide an 
easy way for buyers to catch up 
on the new inventory on their 
own. 

Another factor to consider is 
that some buyers-who may be on 
the fence about moving, or who 
aren't considering moving at all- 
take the leap after seeing an ex- 
ceptional property at a Sunday 
open house. 

Recently a $2 million property 
in the Oakland Hills in Northern 
California sold to a buyer who

Money Matters 


Funding for long-term care can 
be expensive, depending on the 
length of time and the specifics of 
the type of care required. For these 
reasons, you should be careful to as- 
sess a variety of possibilities, and de- 
velop a plan that could cover differ- 
ent situations. 

Here are three basic ways you 
can fund long-term care. 

Self Insurance — If you have 
assets that can easily be converted 
to cash, you can plan for long-term 
care by setting aside a special fund 
just for that purpose. Investments 
such as an IRA or an annuity pro- 
vide a means for money to accu- 
mulate until an illness occurs. The 
main advantage of insuring your- 
self this way is that the money will

An- 
other two million dollar listing in 
Piedmont sold a year or so ago 
to buyers who walked into an 
open house. They weren’t work- 
ing with an agent, so they might 
never have seen the property had 
it not been held open. 

You might think that these are 
the rare exceptions. But it’s actu- 
ally quite common for buyers to 
purchase a home they see at an 
open house, particularly when the 
market is active and there are 
more buyers’ than sellers. In this 
sort of market, buyers are usually 
out in force, canvassing open 
houses, searching for new list- 
ings. 

There are certainly good rea- 
sons not to have an open house. 
If you have a house full of irre- 
placeable valuables, you might 
want to forego a public open 
house. Even though this may 
mean losing a buyer or two, this 
might be a reasonable trade-off 
for your peace of mind. If you're 
in favor of open houses, but have 
security concerns, ask your agent 
to bring a colleague to provide 
extra supervision. 

Some buyers like to casually 
preview a property at an open 
house before taking it more seri- 
ously. This is particularly the case 
with a listing that has a defect, or 
one that isn’t precisely what the 
buyers say they are looking for. 
For example, some buyers won't 
make an appointment to look at a 
listing that’s on a busy street or

what is referred to as “the great 
room"— it is 75 feet long and 21 
feet wide. Here one finds the 
kitchen, living room and dining 
room comfortably and spaciously 
arranged with 13 doorways to ac- 
cess lower and upper patios. 

The beamed ceilings and the 
windows are artfully placed to 
capture all the views of the rich 
and lush nature that surrounds 
the house, and the polished con- 
crete floors are another use of 
natural material. The exterior paint 
was made from the local earth 
and mixed with nopal (prickly 
pear) juice, giving it a light rich 
terracotta color. 

The house is placed on the 
site facing south to maximize the 
most sunlight in order to heat the 
entire house with solar panels. 
The placement is oriented for the 
fall equinox so that on Sept 21, 
the light goes from one end of the 
house to the other. All the water 
from the rainy season is filtered 
and stored in a giant cistern: for 
bathing and irrigation. The grey 
water is also filtered and used to 
water the plants during the dry 
season. 

There are extensive and abun- 
dant gardens where the Links 
have planted coffee, corn, 
squash, native beans, aguave 
plants, avocado, plum and many 
other trees and blooming flowers. 
They have learned everything 
from the local people who have a

be available for other purposes if 
you never need it for long-term care, 
On the other hand, the main set- 
back of setting aside your own 
funds is the possibility of falling 
short in your savings, causing you 
to dip into other funds to pay for 
long-term care. 

Also keep in mind that taking 
large distributions from an IRA 
could affect your income taxes. If 
you take it upon yourself to estab- 
lish the funds, make sure you plan 
carefully so you will have enough 
if you need it. 

Medicare, Medicaid and Health 
Insurance — Many people believe 
they can count on their current 
health insurance or Medicare or 
Medicaid to pay for long-term care 
expenses. Unfortunately, most 
health insurance policies do not 
cover the costs associated with 
long-term care, 

While Medicare offers medical 
benefits to eligible seniors, its long- 
term care benefits are very limited. 
Medicaid, designed for individuals 
who do not have the income or as- 
sets to pay for long-term care, re-

quires that you first deplete most of 
your assets (with limited exemptions) 
before you can qualify.

THE SALES PRICE 


After your search for a house and 
all the negotiations are over, you 
arrive at the bottom line -- the 
sales price. It is not unusual for 
there to be disagreements 
between the buyer and seller 
about what is included in the 
sales price. Careful drafting of 
the paperwork can help you 
avoid future disputes. 

The following definitions may 
help. Real property is land and 
any permanent attachments, such 
as buildings, landscaping and 
fences. Personal property 
consists of movable possessions, 
such as furniture and clothing. A 
fixture is defined as an item of 
personal property that has 
become part of the real property 
by virtue of becoming 
permanently attached, such as a 
new sink, a spa, or a chandelier. 

The principal area of dispute 
about what is included usually 
concerns fixtures. Most 
preprinted real estate contracts 
will provide space for exclusions. 
Whether you are selling or 
buying, you should make use of 
this space. Do not assume 
curtains, satellite discs, antennas 
or fireplace equipment convey 
with the house.

The biggest steelhead was 
about 36 inches, caught with a bull- 
head. 

Cal Watterson of Cordelia 
caught and released a 130-pound, 
76-inch sturgeon with salmon roe at 
the Glomar Explorer; Hue Ruther- 
ford and son William caught two 
Sturgeon at the first row of ships to- 
taling 133.5 inches and 135 pounds 
on grass shrimp; John Jensen of 
Concord caught a 62.5-inch, 48.5- 
pound sturgeon at the first row of 
ships with eel; and Bill Burdick of 
Concord caught a 54.5-inch, 31.1- 
Pound sturgeon at Buoy 9 on grass 
shrimp. 

Bill Berry caught six stripers, 
with two coming in at 30 and 31 
inches, at the Martinez shoreline on 
bullheads, Jacob Stockton and 
Nick Macrusky caught two stripers 
totaling 55 inches and 13 pounds at 
Seal Island on bullheads and Ken 
Heuser of Martinez caught a 29- 
inch, 8.5-pound striper from the 
shoreline on grass shrimp. John 
Pitts of Concord caught a 33-inch, 
14.1-pound striper at the Ozol dock 
on a bullhead, Tom Schofield of 
Martinez caught a 29-inch striper 
from the Martinez Pier on a bull- 
head and Joe Kline and Greg Shul 
of Sparks, Nev., caught two stripers 
totaling 37 inches on anchovies at 
the mouth of the Montezuma 
Slough.

Catfish 
action has been good, with some 
nice ones coming out of the main 
recreation area. Bass fishing also is 
good; anglers should try the coves 
and dock areas with crank bait. Aki 
Miyamoto of Walnut Creek taught 
two catfish totaling more than 21 
pounds at the main rec area using 
a worm. 

LAKE CHABOT, CASTRO VAL- 
LEY: No big trout were caught this 
week, but a lot of limits were. Trout 
fishermen are getting 2-3 fish per 
rod using white Power Eggs or or- 
ange PowerBait. Trolling action is 
Still a little slow but will improve as 
the water temperature drops. The 
summer bass bite seems to have 
come to sudden halt. A few bass 
are still coming in from Alder Point 
and one was caught trolling in Half 
Moon Bay. Nightcrawlers at Alder 
Point are still the best bet. 

Boat anglers are landing limits 
of catfish as they remain the hot 
catch. Fish are coming in from all 
over the lake but mostly from Bass 
Cove and the island. Beef liver and 
mackerel are the best baits. 

LOS VAQUEROS, BRENT- 
WOOD: For trout, anglers are using 
a variety of PowerBait (rainbow, 
chartreuse, orange) or Power Eggs. 
Anglers also are using PowerBait 
with a nightcrawler. Trollers are us- 
ing broken back lures, Cripp lures, 
Wedding Rings and Rapalas be- 
tween 10-25 feet. Rainbow trout an- 
glers with boats have been having 
good luck bait fishing in Peninsula 
Cove (and coves southeast of ma- 
rina) using a variety of baits. 

Bass anglers generally use rub- 
ber worms, Rat-L-Traps or poppers. 
Anglers in boats have had luck in 
the coves south east of marina. A 
number of largemouth bass and 
striped bass have been caught in 
Peninsula Cove. 

LAKE DEL VALLE, LIVER- 
MORE: Water temperatures are 
starting to drop, and the trout bite is 
starting to pick up. Reports of 1-3 
fish per rod using PowerBait are 
normal now and it should only get 
better. The dam and the narrows 
are the hot spots. The bass bites 
have become more aggressive 
thanks to the cooling water temper- 
atures. A top-water lure resembling 
a thread fin shad in approximately 
10-20 feet of water has been work- 
ing best. 

The catfish bite is still good with 
reports coming from all over the 
lake. Expect about 3-5 fish per rod. 
Chicken livers, anchovies and stink 
baits are all producing good results. 

LAFAYETTE RESERVOIR, 
LAFAYETTE: The trout have begun 
to bite, with several anglers catch- 
ing nice sized trout from various lo- 
cations around the reservoir using 
PowerBait or worms. The cooler 
water temperature has allowed the 
trout to move to shallower depths. 
Chris Blaney caught a 5-pound 
trout in the south end of the reser- 
voir using a worm. Several bass 
and catfish were caught last week 
at various locations all around the 
reservoir. Chicken liver and mack- 
erel seem to be the bait of choice 
for catfish, and bass seem to be hit- 
ting plastic worms and crank bait.

Writer/director David O. Rus- 
sell’s “I (Heart) Huckabees” 
seems calculated to annoy ap- 
proximately 95 percent of the 
population, starting with news- 
paper and magazine designers 
who find themselves obliged to 
hunt down a heart symbol to in- 
sert in the title. It barely has a 
plot; it’s more like a series of 
oddball comic sketches knitted 
together with the yarns of vari- 
ous philosophies. 

That said, I enjoyed every 
moment. “Huckabees” is both ab- 
surd and densely rich. The mix 
isn't consistently right — it’s fudge 
truffle ice cream mixed with 
gummy bears — but it held my 
attention for every strange mo- 
ment. If the gents from Monty 
Python got hold of a Charlie Kauf- 
man script, the results might look 
something like “Huckabees.” 
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A young environmentalist, Al- 
bert Markovski (Jason Schwartz- 
man), is diverted from his calling 
by an existential crisis. He keeps 
having random encounters with 
a striking Sudanese doorman. 
Somehow, he believes these co- 
incidences are tied to his conflict 
with Brad Stand (Jude Law), an 
upwardly mobile executive with 
a chain store called Huckabees 
(sort of a Target crossed with Wal- 
Mart), who has thrown Albert’s 
whole belief system into turmoil. 

Huckabees wants to build in 
a marsh and/or meadow that Al- 
bert and his environmental coali- 
tion are trying to preserve as 
open space. Brad has no interest 
in open space, but he’s such a 
smooth-taking huckster that by 
the time our story begins, he’s al- 
ready charmed Albert into trust- 
ing him, infiltrated the coalition 
and then essentially turned all of 
the members against Albert. The 
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‘Huckabees’ heart and depth is in its comedy 


meadow is doomed. 

To complicate things further, 
Albert has a mad crush on Brad’s 
girlfriend, Dawn (Naomi Watts), 
the lithe, leggy spokesmodel for 
Huckabees. Superficial, plastic, 
not very bright, Dawn is the last 
kind of girl Albert should be in- 
terested in. His crush is a sym- 
bol of how amok his life is. 

Which is where the existen- 
tial detectives come in. Albert 
hires the husband-and-wife team 
of Bernard (Dustin Hoffman) and 
Vivian (Lily Tomlin) to investi- 
gate his life. Because he’s an un- 
derpaid activist, they agree to 
take his case pro bono. 

They also provide him with 
sort of an existential buddy, an- 
other client in crisis. Tommy 
(Mark Wahlberg, who starred in 
Russell’s “Three Kings”) is a fire- 
man who hasn't been quite right 
“since that September thing.” 
The movie's most vivid, appeal- 


ing character, Tommy is strug- 
gling with a big question about 
life’s big questions. He wants to 
know, “Why do people only ask 
the big questions when some- 
thing bad happens and then for- 
get about it?” He also considers 
America’s oil consumption be- 
yond disgraceful and has taken 
to riding a bicycle everywhere, 
even to fires. In one of the 
movie’s sweeter scenes, he beats 
the fire truck to a fire and does 
a little dance of triumph in front 
of the burning house. 

Further along in his “therapy” 
with Bernard and Vivian, Tommy 
has grown tired of their position 
that everything is connected. Of 
late, he’s been reading up on the 
philosophy of Caterine Vauban 
(Isabelle Huppert). A former col- 
league of the existential detectives 
turned rival, Caterine now 
preaches her own brand of ni- 
hilism. Albert becomes caught be- 


tween the conflicting arguments 
and must work out his own in- 
terpretation of the meaning of life. 

Phew. The cast sparkles, no 
one more so than Law, who 
adroitly handles the American ac- 
cent and the exquisite shallow- 
ness of Brad. It’s difficult to say 
whether he and Wahlberg give the 
best performances or whether 
their characters are simply the 
ones Russell was willing to put 
on longer leashes. The wickedly 
funny Tomlin, for instance, seems 
enveloped by the material, while 
Hoffman appears too undone by 
his mortifying, floppy Beatles- 
style wig to do much. 

It’s also hard to tell whether 
Russell (who also directed the 
madcap “Flirting With Disaster” 
and the incest-comedy “Spank- 
ing the Monkey”) really wanted 
profundity from “Huckabees.” If 
so, he missed the mark. You can 
find more thoughtful mind games 
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blood receptacles. Those coming to the 
Japanese cartoon series cold will detect 
unmistakable echoes of “I, Robot,” the 
“Matrix” movies and “Resident Evil.” — B. 
Strauss. (PG-13: violence, disturbing im- 
ages, language.)

“GOING UPRIVER: THE LONG WAR 
OF JOHN KERRY”: George Butler's 
documentary zeroes in on John Kerry's 
service during the Vietnam War, and his 
involvement in Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War once he returned 
home, Butler builds a portrait through 
conversations with the men who served 
with Kerry, people who went to college 
with him and relatives.

Many of the objects were 
collected on behalf of Phoebe 
Apperson Hearst (the mother 
of publisher William Randolph 
Hearst) early in the 20th cen- 
tury. A display case at the en- 
trance to the museum displays 
some of her own collection and 
includes a photograph from 
about 1910 of the music room 
at her estate in Pleasanton — 
so crammed with Indian blan- 
kets, baskets and other arti- 
facts that it looks like a mu- 
seum itself.

Velasquez 
keeps it simple 
in Berkeley

The chefs I like best don’t 
dazzle with towers of luxury in- 
gredients dripping with reduc- 
tions and essences. The chefs I 
like best compose simple dishes 
that shine with little details, 
dishes you think you’ve tasted 
a hundred times before but that 
end up surprising in quiet ways, 
bite by bite, as you eat them. 

Lance Dean Velasquez is one 
of my favorite chefs. His new 
North Berkeley restaurant (ben- 
dean is a fusion of Velasquez’s 
middle name with the first 
name of his son, 8-year-old 
Ben) is his most personal yet: 
Nearly every dish is suffused 
with Velasquez’s personality 
and skill, showing just how so- 
phisticated simple dishes can 
be. Even his ubiquitous use of 
lowercase type — both in the 
restaurant’s name and in the 
menu copy — is an assertion 
that this is a quiet place, with 
determinedly quiet food. Con- 
sider one of the starters from 
Velasquez’s small, changing 
menu. It’s called “acme toast, 
chopped heirloom tomato, 
creme fraiche, sea salt ($9)” — 
a grocery list of ingredients, so 
nondescript I almost don’t or- 
der it. When the waiter refers 
to it as “bruschetta,” I gird my- 
self, mentally, for a couple of 
grilled croutons heaped with 
hashed tomatoes. 

But Velasquez’s bruschetta 
is nothing like my expectation. 
Instead, it’s an exuberant little 
salad of greens, big hunks of 
heirloom and whole cherry 
tomatoes, topped with a criss- 
cross of bias-cut baguette 
toasts. The thing unfolds on the 
plate. Those toasts, for exam- 
ple: They haven’t just been 
crisped up in the oven, they’ve 
been fried slowly in olive oil 
pressed with a weight, to end 
up halfway between deliciously 
chewy and deliciously crunchy. 
That creme fraiche: It enriches 
an unctuous vinaigrette, laced 
with a spoonful of something 
piquant — mustard or anchovy 
— to ground it. 

And those tomatoes. In sea- 
son, heirlooms are ubiquitous 
— even Safeway sells them, for 
goodness’ sake. But how many 
disappointing heirlooms did you 
taste this season, heirlooms 
with tough skins and seedy in- 
sides, the flesh watery, tart or 
cloying? Velasquez’s heirlooms 
restore your faith. That big 
hunk of golden tomato on the 
plate: It’s tender, with just the 
right balance of sugar and acid, 
and a perfume that suggests the 
smell of crushed tomato leaves. 

Velasquez receives a lot of 
his produce from Terra 
Sonoma, a boutique distributor 
in Sebastopol that represents 
some of the best (and least com- 
mercial) small farms in the Bay 
Area. Turns out those tomatoes 
are from Kendall-Jackson’s 
wine center in Santa Rosa, from 
its demonstration garden. 

A rock-solid foundation of 
excellent ingredients is what 
makes Velasquez’s simple 
dishes so good. A vegetarian 
stew — French lentils, summer 
squash, Gypsy peppers, curried 
apples, cucumber raita ($15) — 
could easily fall flat. But sweet 
slices of yellow squash and 
squares of roasted pepper make 
it distinctive, keep you inter- 
ested spoonful after spoonful, 
straining to taste what’s next. 

One of Velasquez’s signature 
dishes — Niman Ranch pork 
rojo, hominy, guacamole, 
cilantro ($16.50) — tastes bet- 
ter at bendean than the last 
time I tasted it at Home, the 
bustling San Francisco restau- 
rant where he spent the past 
few years as executive chef. Ve- 
lasquez’s Mexican-style pork 
stew is a study in layering: the 
richness of long-cooked pork 
and smooth-textured dried po- 
zole (not the chalky canned va- 
riety) posed within a bright-tast- 
ing chile puree. This is seriously 
elegant comfort food. I could 
keep going on praising these 
dishes — quail, black mission 
fig jam and lemon goat cheese 
cream ($10) is nothing less than 
the definitive quail salad. 

Velasquez falters only when his 
attention lags. Enormous white 
beans flaw the otherwise delicious 
coriander-crusted Oregon king

Mexican treasures a cultural excursion 


ON’T BE DAUNTED by 
D “Tesoros Escondidos: 

Hidden Treasures from 
the Mexican Collections” at 
the Phoebe A. Hearst Museum 
of Anthropology on the UC 
Berkeley campus. The 250 ob- 
jects in the exhibit, rarely seen 
by the public, do provide a cul- 
tural history of Mexico. But it’s 
a colorful and often delightful 
journey from decade to 
decade, region to region, town 
to town. 

Many of the objects — sara- 
pes, burnished blackware ce- 
ramic, dramatic carved masks 
— will look familiar, and for 
good reason: The museum’s 
goal is to document the full 
range of a culture, including 
what we might call “folk art.” 

What the museum’s curators 
and field workers can do, how- 
ever, is collect the very best 
folk-art objects and provide 
perspectives on their style and 
history. 

“We try to do what an art 
museum does, and more,” said 
Ira Jacknis, a research anthro- 
pologist who is curator of the 
exhibition. 

“There is room for the most 
beautiful, the most intricate, 
the most elaborate, and some 
things in the exhibit are really 
knockout examples of Mexican 
art,” he said. “But at the mu- 
seum we also have spoons and 
dishes and simple things. We’re 
a place of record, trying to de- 
scribe the objects that people 
make, and the cultures that 
give rise to those objects.” 

Most of the objects in this ex- 
hibit date from the second half of 
the 20th century, but among the 
“knockouts” Jacknis describes

are intricately woven, boldly col- 
ored Saltillo-style sarapes made 
in the mid-1800s. “They are con- 
sidered the finest Latin American 
textiles of their time,” Jacknis 


said. The museum has 30 of the 
300 known to exist. 


Another remarkable object 
is a metal sombrero that, in 
photographs, looks like an ash- 
tray-size souvenir. But it turns 
out to be handmade of sterling 
silver, with a brim 18-20 inches 
wide, intricately shaped. It 
probably dates from the revival 
of the Mexican silver industry 
in the 1920s, but curators 


know almost nothing about it. 
Despite the anthropological re- 
search, many items in the ex- 
hibit retain an air of mystery. 
The exhibit opens with a 
small collection of ancient ob- 
jects, including the much-imi- 
tated male and female figures 
that might have been made 
originally to be placed in tombs.

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snazzy classic 1954 Hudson 
Hornet racking up the mileage

Allen Lewis grew up in a Hud- 
son family. Along about the time 
he was starting school, his father 
brought home a green-and-gold 
1954 Hudson Hornet four door 
sedan. That was the family car for 
four or five years. “I always liked 
that car,” he recalls. Lewis had no 
idea that almost three decades 
later he would be drawn to visit 
another low slung 1954 Hudson 
Hornet. It was on June 4th, 1988 
that Lewis went to Glenn Dale, 
Md,, just to look at a Hudson Hor- 
net. It was painted the same 
green-and-gold of his dad's car, 
but instead of four doors it was 
would be the snazzier two door 
coupe, It was love at first sight and 
he bought it that day. After a quick 
check of the fluids he turned the 
key and drove the sleek 3,570- 
pound coupe to his home in Blue- 
mont, Va., with the 308-cubic-inch, 
170-horsepower, six-cylinder en- 
gine purring like a kitten. The trip 
home was made with no hubcaps. 
The second owner simply would- 
n't part with them, but Lewis 
thought at the time that it would- 
n't be difficult to find authentic 
Hudson replacements. 

Lewis did some research and 
found out that the original owner 
of his Hudson lived in Washing- 
ton, D.C. and that the Hornet sold 
new with a base price of $2,742. 
The second owner had purchased 
the car at an estate sale in 1975. 
At that time the odometer had 
recorded a total of only 30,000 
miles in 21 years. of service, 

The body color matched the 
green and gold of the car he re- 
membered from his youth, but the

top was a light green that he truly 
disliked. The first thing he did was 
to paint the top of the car black. 
Moths had found their way into the 
car and done their damage, forc- 
ing Lewis tookhis time to find the 
tight material to match the origi- 
nal sothat he could reupholster 
the 5-foot 2,25-inch-wide interior 
and have it look right. But in less 
than a year of use the engine be- 
gan to knock. With only 65,000 
miles on the odometer a rebuild 
was in order. He rebuilt the engine 
in 1989 and during the next 
decade he lovingly maintaining his 
Hudson in splendid driving cgn- 
dition. After a dozen years of fruit- 
less searching, Lewis returned to 
the previous owner — and for a 
stiff price — purchased the wheel 
covers he had once thought would 
be so easily replaced. 

With his wedding date set for 
autumn of 2000, Lewis toyed with 
the idea of selling his Hudson. It 
was at a point where he would 
have to put some serious money 
into it. But his bride-to-be, Wendy, 
encouraged him to stay the 
course, after all, many of their 
dates had been in that car. Con- 
sequently, he installed an after- 
market 12-volt air conditioner that 
he converted to work with the orig- 
inal Hudson six-volt electrical sys- 
tem in the car. 

With the now smooth running 
twin H-Power engine and air con- 
ditioning, the couple took their 
honeymoon trip in the comfort and 


style of their step-down design 
1954 Hudson Hornet. And indeed 
the car provided wonderful ser- 
vice. With a 124 inch wheelbase, 
soft springs, and 17 feet, 4.5 inch 
overall length the Hudson gave a 
featherbed-ride. And even with 
that lengthy wheelbase the 5 foot 
tall Hudson can be turned in a cir- 
cle, to the right, of 20 feet, 5 
inches, and a circle, to the left, of 
21 feet, 2 inches, which is better 
than most new cars can do today 
! The more than $400 worth of (at 
1954 prices) extra-cost acces- 
sories on the car include over- 
drive, radio, Twin H-Power engine, 
tinted glass, backup lights, elec- 
tric clock, side sun shades, wind- 
shield washers, wire wheel discs, 
and white sidewalls making it an 
expensive car in its day. 

Last July Lewis and his Hud- 
son went to the national Hudson 
Club gathering in Pittsburgh, Pa. 
It takes a lot of faith to drive a 50 
year old car around, but Lewis has 
driven his handsome car to na- 
tional Hudson club gatherings all 
over the country in: Auburn, Ind., 
Wichita, Kan., St. Louis, Mo., Madi- 
son, Wis., Greenville, S.C., 
Nashville, Tenn. and Waterbury, 
Conn. 

Lewis has owned his Hudson 
for 16 years now, and he has used 
it for its intended purpose. It is def- 
initely not a garage queen. The 
mileage on the odometer has now 
passed 101,000 miles. Of his 
many trips, he says, “The best 
mileage | ever got was 18 miles 
to the gallon.” As for the 120-mph 
speedometer: “I’ve buried the nee- 
dle before,” Lewis says, “but only 
for educational purposes.”

The studio was in the 
process of finishing its third iteration 
of the STS when Bob Lutz joined the 
company in 2001. Lutz is considered 
the ultimate car guy in the auto in- 
dustry. While he was new product 
guru at Chrysler, the company 
brought out innovative designs like 
the Dodge Ram pickup, Dodge Viper 
and Plymouth Prowler. 

The first time we showed him the 
car Lutz only proposed minor 
changes. “When we said the STS 
was a sports sedan, however, he 
questioned why the model had so 
little tumblehome (the convex cur- 
vature on the side of the body.)” By 
creating a doors-into-roof construc- 
tion, Wasenko’s design team pro- 
vided the additional tumblehome to 
make it fit into Lutz’s view of how the 
car should appear. Wasenko says 
that led to a more refined door con- 
struction that was very expensive. 

However, it improved the quality 


of fit. The designers also created 
sides that are sculpted inward al- 
lowing for a lower roof line. The 
changes gave the STS more of a 
sports sedan look. “Lutz gave us an 
opportunity to refine the design,” 
Wasenko says. There's now more 
tapering on the rear quarter panels. 
That gives it a smoother and cleaner 
overall effect.

Innovative RV manufacturers 
like the Dynamax Corporation 
have been looking to the com- 

mercial truck industry for chassis 
on which to build innovative new 
types of homes on wheels. One 
of the newest coaches created by 
using this new approach is the Dy- 
naQuest Touring Cruiser. Based 
on the Freightliner M2 106-series 
Business Class truck cab and 
chassis, the DynaQuest offers high 
load-carrying capacity, a durable 
and husky powertrain and a sub- 
stantial towing capability. 

Most Class C motorhomes are 
built on Ford or Chevrolet cutaway 
chassis, with van cabs, that are 
designed from the get-go as RV 
components. Since the Freight- 
liner was originally a commercial 
chassis, it's designed to accom- 
modate heavy-duty working ap- 
plications. With a modest-weight 
RV coach body aboard, the chas- 
sis has plenty of capacity left over 
for additional payload. 

The 26-foot DynaQuest, which 
also has 32- and 35-foot counter- 
parts, has a 23,000-pound Gross 
vehicle Weight Rating, which 
leaves approximately 6,780 
pounds in payload capacity after 
deducting the rig's 16,220-pound 
wet-but-empty curb weight. In ad- 
dition, the rig’s 26,500-pound 
Gross Combination Weight Rating 
means it has roughly a 10,280- 
pound towing capacity. That fig- 
ure would be reduced by the 
weight of passengers and cargo 
in the coach, but that's still a hefty 
figure. Most standard Class C mo- 
torhomes have less than 5,000 
pounds of towing capacity, and 
with some offering 3,000 pounds 
or less. 

What do those figures mean for 
the RVer? An average Class C 
(properly equipped), can safely 
tow a compact car or modest-size 
boat. The DynaQuest can tow a 
full-size’ pickup or SUV with ca- 
pacity to spare, a much larger 
boat or a horse trailer with three 
or four critters aboard, for exam- 
ple. Such towing capacity could 
be of great interest to someone 
who travels a lot with a trailer 
along and also uses the tow rig 
for overnight lodging. 

Regardless of the load, drivers 
will enjoy the rig’s road manners. 
We found the DynaQuest quiet in 
operation and fairly smooth riding 
for a commercial chassis. Leaf 
springs up front and automatic 
ride-height-adjusting airbags out 
back make for firm, but not harsh, 
ride qualities. 

Cornering and straight-line sta- 
bility are aided by use of a fairly 
long wheelbase on a fairly short 
body, both facts that add up to a 
vehicle that won't beat the driver

on long trips. Braking is solid and 
dependable, thanks to the rig’s 
four-wheel power discs, and that's 
always good for peace of mind. 

Our test-rig was powered by 
the Mercedes Benz 6.4-Liter 250- 
hp diesel and backed by the Alli- 
son six-speed 3,000-series TRV 
automatic transmission. With a 
hefty 666 foot pounds of torque, 
the Mercedes engine pulls hard 
and strong from a dead stop and 
climbs hills in a sprightly fashion. 
All but the most diehard perfor- 
mance freaks should have few 
complains about the DynaQuest 
and its throttle response charac- 
teristics. Engine access is superb 
due to the single-piece forward- 
tile engine hood with fenders unit. 

Not only is the DynaQuest a 
highly capable road machine, it's 
built of top-grade materials that 
place it in the upper-midrange end 
of the price spectrum. Cherry cab- 
inets and woodwork, Corian solid- 
surface counters and premium- 
grade upholstery and carpet 
fabrics are used throughout. 

Dynamax builds the coach us- 
ing vacuum-bonded sidewalls with 
smooth fiberglass skin, poly- 
styrene foam insulation and alu- 
minum framing. Molded fiberglass 
end caps and a fiberglass roof 
add durability and classic good 
looks. And the full-body paint sets 
the coach apart from others that 
use adhesive graphics. 

Inside, the coach features a for- 
ward living room with a driver side 
sofa/bed — the main sleeping quar- 
ters then a fixed two-person dinette. 
The kitchen is aft of the slideout, 
and the bath is in the driver side 
rear corner. And a small counter 
and vanity/lavatory sink are posi- 
tioned across the back wall adja- 
cent to the entry door. Any smaller- 
size motorhome has its 
compromises between livability and 
efficient space utilization. The rig’s 
overall low profile means there's lim- 
ited exterior storage, but the com- 
pany has installed enough com- 
partments to handle an average 
amount of camping necessities. 

Good looks come naturally to 
this coach. We were the recipients 
of many an admiring gaze from 
passers-by of all ages while dri- 
ving the DynaQuest. It’s kind of 
fun to operate a specialized rig 
that provides comfortable living, 
and can haul the extras that other 
RVs can’t.

Pickup trucks with

Dear Doctor: | purchased a new 
2004 Chevrolet 1500 pickup. My 
problem is that the normal idle speed 
is 800 rpm. The truck will accelerate 
by itself on level ground and from a 
traffic light stop to 30 mph. | went to 
the dealer and he said the computer 
is programmed at the factory and 
‘the setting cannot be altered. | am 
afraid of wearing out the brakes. 
Other trucks | have owned idled at 
500 rpm. Thanks — Rick 

Dear Rick: The idle speed is 
computer controlled and set at the 
factory. The transmission in your 
truck is a four-speed automatic with 
overdrive. This will allow the truck to 
travel at 20 mph-plus on flat ground 
at idle speed. A lot of owners have 
‘complained about this. As for the idle 
‘speed of 800 instead of 500 rpm, 
‘that is something which you will need 
to consult with the dealer about 
again. Ask to have a factory repre- 
‘sentative look into it for you. Today's 
late model computers are bi-direc- 
tional. And If in fact the idle is out of 
spec then the dealer can flash (re- 
program) the computer. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 2002 Ford 
Ranger with a 3.0 liter V6 engine and 
an automatic transmission. The prob- 
lem | have is that the truck will not 
\go over 85 mph. It feels like the en- 
gine is running out of gas. | went 
‘back to the dealer and he said be- 
‘cause of federal laws the truck is de- 
‘signed to not go over 85 mph. This 
‘does not sound logical. Thanks — 
Donald 

Dear Donald: The dealer is on 
‘the right track. Vehicles are elec- 
‘tronically speed-limited for many rea- 
‘sons, including tire speed rating. You 
truck falls into the 85 mph category. 
There are computer reprogramming 
‘companies that will allow you to ad- 
just the maximum speed rating as 
well as other criteria. If you decide 
‘that you want change the speed lim- 
‘itersetting, then you must make sure 
‘that you are riding on the correct 
‘speed rated tire.

Dear Harold: You will need to 
purchase a repair manual that will 
give you a trouble flow chart. You 
can also get on line to Alldata.com. 
Go to the DIY section. For a small 
fee you can get access for one year 
for your vehicle, downloading any 
thing you want, as often as you like. 
Poor ground connections are a very 
common problem. There is also the 
possibility that the computer may be 
faulty. 

Dear Doctor: What would cause 
the ignition key not to turn on my 
2001 Buick Century and my 1994 
Chevrolet Cavalier? | have to keep 
wiggling the key to get it to turn. 
Thanks — Raymond 

Dear Raymond: The most com- 
mon reason for ignition key locking 
is pressure from the steering lock- 
ing pin against the ignition cylinder 
lock. This happens especially when 
you have turned the wheel sharply 
to park in a parking space. Leaving 
the steering wheel turned sharply ei- 
ther way.puts a lot of pressure on the 
steering system at start-up. Try turn- 
ing the steering wheel a distance in 
each direction while gently attempt- 
ing to turn the ignition key, Another 
tip is to let the straighten the wheel 
until the tires are pointed in the 
straight ahead position where there 
is no pressure on the ignition cylin- 
der lock (or the power steering 
pump) before shutting the key off. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 2000 Buick 
Regal 3.8 liter V6. | also own an out- 
board engine that | mix oil in the 
gasoline 50-to-1 ratio, Each fall | al- 
ways have some pre-mix gasoline 
left over. Can | use the leftover in my 
car safely?

Dear Don: Do not use the pre- 
mix gasoline in any fuel-injected 
vehicle or vehicle that has an oxy- 
gen sensor and catalytic converter. 
Thig oil will damage the oxygen 
sensor and the catalytic converter. 
The thicker pre-mix would also 
flow more slowly through the fuel 
injectors.

Randomly call at least 
three. 

“You should ask the people you 
call if they were satisfied with the 
job done, if there were any delays

showed up regularly and on time, 
and if the work area was well-main- 
tained. It would also be good to 
know if the contractor held firm to 
time and cost estimates, how 
questions and complaints were 
handled, and if the person you're 
talking to would use the contrac- 
tors again,” says Day. 

The contract you sign with the 
contractor should include clear in- 
formation on all aspects of the job 
including the scope of the work, 
specific materials to be used, start 
and projected finish dates, and the 
progress payment schedule. Be 
sure all parties understand the 
terms of the agreement or contract. 
The contract can be used for your 
protection if the project is delayed, 
incomplete, or damaged.

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Oil boom: A growing crop of new flavors brings culinary opportunities and new questi

Not so many years ago, cooks 
had a limited choice of corn, soy 
and peanut oils, or blends thereof. 
Then-we learned about canola, so 
called because it’s Canadian oil, 
low acid, from the rapeseed plant. 
And we fell in love with olive oil, 
mastered the differences between 
virgin and extra-virgin, and com- 
pated Tuscan to Provencal, Cali- 
fornian to Spanish. 

‘Now, just when we were begin- 
ning-to feel pretty doggoned smug 
about our knowledge of all things 
unctuous, up pops a new crop of 
specialty culinary oils. Lines of nut 
oils march down market shelves, 
and oils we've never heard of — 
rice bran? — stand shoulder-to- 
shoulder with more familiar varieties. 

Someone must think there’s 
value in those bottles, or merchan- 
disers wouldn’t make the effort to 
bring them to market. It’s true. All 
havenutritional benefits as well as 
culinary assets, so they're well 
worth. investigating. Like all oils, 
these are 100 percent fat, with 
about 120 calories per tablespoon. 
What makes them noteworthy, how- 
ever, is the composition of the fats, 
their ratios of monounsaturated, 
polyunsaturated and saturated fat. 
Sinee these specialty oils are high 
in-healthful monounsaturated and 
polyunsaturated fats, they share the 
health benefits long celebrated in 
Olive oil. 

Rice bran oil also offers some 
additional health benefits. It’s rich 
in anti-oxidant vitamin E, and some 
research at Louisiana State Univer- 
sity-in Baton Rouge indicated that 
itmay be helpful in treating cancer. 
Because of its high smoke point 
and tow viscosity, it’s less likely to 
be-absorbed when used in frying. 

We selected six culinary oils to 
explore: almond, avocado, grape- 
seed, hazelnut, rice bran and wal- 
nut. Each is best suited to certain 
uses, less fit for others. We focused 
on widely available oils in their nat- 
ural state, choosing not to include 
flavored versions. We also did not 
include hard-to-find oils like 
macadamia or argan, used in Mo- 
roccan cooking 

You'll find these oils in natural 
foods and specialty grocers like 
Whole Foods Market, and in well- 
stocked supermarkets. Internet 
sources include igourmet.com, 
amazon.com and gourmetfood- 
store.com. Expect to pay $9 to $12 
for a half-liter can or bottle, about 
the same as specialty olive oils.

Chefs and cooking teachers 
Started the liquid gold rush, said 
Stacy Kelly, marketing manager of 
Loriva Culinary Oils of San Lean- 
dro, Calif. 

“I credit the celebrity chefs with 
waking up the American palate,” 
Kelly said. People taste great food 
in restaurants and “want to go 
home and replicate the pleasure.” 

Doing so is easy, said Todd 
Stein, chef de cuisine at Chicago's 
MK restaurant. “Home cooks today 
are so much more sophisticated, 
and so much better cooks than they 
were 10 years ago,” Stein said. 
“With a beautiful piece of fish, us- 
ing a nut oil to highlight the dish — 
that's something they could do at 
home. Those oils are so intense, 
you don’t want to use too much. 
Just a little, as an accent.” 

Stein said he likes almond oil a 
lot. “We do a cauliflower almond 
puree. After we cook the cauliflower, 
we puree it, then add a little almond 
oil instead of butter.” Home cooks 
could do that, too, he said. 

The notion of using specialty oils 
as a flavor accent, rather than as a 
utilitarian standby, seems fresh and 
new now. But it’s a natural exten- 
sion of our interest in high-quality 
ingredients. 

Industry figures show one oil 
greased the skids, Kelly said: “Olive 
oil, which (accounts for) 60 percent 
of the culinary oils, has paved the 
way.” But flavored and specialty oils 
have seen the largest percentage 
of growth in the category: 25 per- 
cent in 2003 alone, she said. 

The growth in sales of specialty 
oils prompted one French com- 
pany, La Tourangelle, to dispatch a 
son to open an American mill in 
Woodland, Calif. Twenty-four-year- 
old Matthieu Kohimeyer’s family has 
produced nut oils in France for 150 
years, he said, but the company’s 
California mill has only been oper- 
ating for a year. 

“Nut oils are primarily used in 
vinaigrettes in France, in the tradi- 
tional ratio of three parts oil to one 
part vinegar,” KohImeyer said. “We 
also use them in pesto, and in 
cakes and baking. You can add a 
splash to the water for pasta; it will 
add a subtle flavor.” 

Or use these fine oils as an ac- 
cessory in many dishes. “Grapefruit 
drizzled with hazelnut oil is awe- 
some!” Kohimeyer said. 

But the oils shine brightly in 
cooking, he said. “When you cook 
with (specialty) oils, it creates an- 
other flavor dimension that’s much 
harder to define,” he said. No cook 
can use an ingredient without know- 
ing how to select for quality, store 
for longest life, and use the ingre-

paratively pricey, so their care is im- 
portant. 

All should be stored in the re- 
frigerator, because light and heat 
speed the oils’ deterioration. 
Choose oils in colored glass bottles 
or metal tins for the same reason. 

Because specialty oils typically 
don’t have stabilizers or preserva- 
tives, Kelly said, refrigerating them 
extends their shelf life up to a year. 
“You may see some color and vis- 
cosity changes,” she said. “The oil 
will get cloudy. But it will return to 
its previous condition when it 
comes to room temperature.” 

Let the oil’s smoke point, the 
temperature at which the oil starts 
to break down, determine its use, 
Kelly suggested. “Usually the 
product has been carefully ex- 
tracted to get maximum flavor, and 
heat (that is too high) will destroy 
that. To get the optimal value — 
and flavor — respect the smoke 
point. You won't be degrading the 
oil, or tearing it down.” 


Beneficial compounds 


Nor will you destroy its special 
nutritional benefits, said Nelda Mer- 
cer, a dietitian in Ann Arbor, Mich., 
who specializes in oils and is a 
spokeswoman for the American Di- 
etetic Association. 

“Once you go past the smoke 
point, you're going to start to de- 
nature the nutrients,” Mercer said, 
referring to the damage that high 
heat brings to those beneficial com- 
pounds. 

An even more important thing to 
remember about these oils, she 
added, is that they’re still fats, so 
use them sparingly. 

“If you use a really good oil, you 
may be able to get great flavor with 
just a little,” she said. “You're go- 
ing to get higher unsaturated fat, 
which is very heart-healthy. Calorie- 
wise and total fat-wise, they’re all 
the same. What differs is the type 
of fat (each one is highest in). These 
oils would all be good sources of 
vitamin E, which is an anti-oxidant,” 
Mercer said. 

Oils high in polyunsaturated fats, 
though they spoil quickly, tend to 
provide lots of the heart-helping 
omega 3s. 

From a caloric viewpoint, Mer- 
cer suggested using specialty oils 
to “fin-ish the recipe, rather than 
cooking with them. Choose the one 
that’s right for your recipe. They're 
all healthful in terms of their nutri- 
tional profiles, but avocado oil 
would have a different flavor than 
almond oil.” 

These delicate, crunchy biscotti

2 cups whole unblanched al- 
monds 

1 cup each: yellow cornmeal, 
cornstarch 

1/2 teaspoon each: baking soda, 
ground cinnamon 

1 egg 

2/3 cup sugar 

1/4 cup honey 

2 tablespoons almond oil 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1. Heat oven to 350 degrees. 
Butter a 13-by-9-inch pan; cover the 
bottom with parchment or foil. Line 
two cookie sheets with parchment 
or foil. 

2. Place 1 cup of the almonds 
in a food processor; pulse until 
finely ground. Transfer to a bowl; 
add the remaining whole almonds, 
cornmeal, cornstarch, baking soda 
and cinnamon. Stir well to mix. 
Whisk the egg in a separate bowl; 
whisk in, one at a time, the sugar, 
honey, almond oil and vanilla. Stir 
in the dry ingredients with a rub- 
ber spatula until stiff dough forms. 

3. Scrape the dough into the 
pan; press with the palm ofyour 
hand to make an even layer cover- 
ing the bottom of the pan, about 
1/2-inch thick. Bake until firm, about 
30 minutes. Remove from oven, 
leaving oven on. Cool biscotti in the 
pan 5 minutes; invert out onto a cut- 
ting board and cool completely. 

4. Set the oven racks in the up- 
per and lower third positions. Cut 
biscotti into three 13-by-3-inch 
strips; slice crosswise into 1/4-inch 
strips. Arrange the biscotti on the 
prepared cookie sheets; bake 10 
minutes. Cool completely. Store be- 
tween sheets of parchment or wax 
paper in a tin or plastic container 
with tight-fitting cover. 

Preparation time: 20 minutes, 
cooking time: 40 minutes, makes 
60 cookies.
